In the firs ——, the state got from Mr. 
Thweatt gears of very bard work, 
sa ju from the help given to 

Messrs. and Goldsmith, it ought to 
have taken iat least two, if not thee, 
men to perform. 

I will here say that I, think upon 
close examination into the matter, it 
will be tound that during the war, with 
his one clerk, Mr. [hweatt did nearly 
as much work as has been done in the 
comptroller general’s office within the 
pust four years, with three clerks. At 
all events, Mr. Thweatt proposes, if 
elected, not only to. do the present bu- 
siness of the office, but do = 'y ane, 
with only two esi, inatead of three, 
that has been allowed Comptroller 
Goldsmith for the paat four years. 

W hat else did the state get, besides 
a most faithful discharge of the daily 
reguiar routine duties of the office? j.. 
Mr. Thweatt found between 100 a 
150 old collectors’ accounts and old 
fas., someofthem running as far back 
as 8, 9,10, 11 and 14 years, unsettled, 
and passed over by other officers as 
worthless, etc, He not only closed up 
ali these old matters within the four 
years-—realizing to the state over $20,000 
—but he so made tax collectors and 
their securities stand up to the law, 
that the statedid not lose a dollar by 
any tax collector doing business under 
him while Mr, Thweatt was in office. 
What else? :_ He went to work drawing 

up bills to mend her tax laws, and

He preparedand shaped, 
and. formed and made out important 
statistical tables, giving the legislators 
andj people very important» inferma- 
tien ‘that they mnever before: had, 
saving: thousands, if not hundreds of 
thousands, of dollars to the state, and 
the same will. contiuue to save money 
to the state EVER HEREAFTER; and s0 
valuable werethey deem :d in 1859, the 
legislature provided that they should 
ever stealer be prepared by other 
comptroilers. And so important and 
valuable..have they since been consid- 
ered, that in 1870, five years after he 
went out of office, while the agricultu- 
ral state convention was in session in 
Atlanta, some member having referred 
to these statistical tables, one member 
remaftked that Mr. Thweatt had never 
been publicly thanked for the same,. 
and t he ought to be so thanked 
by that convention, when, immediately 
after, the following resolution was 
opeeeenly and unanimously adopt- 

ed by-that' convention, viz:
